Clarke to 
host symphony 


The Cedar Rapids Symphony Orchestra 
will perform in Clarke’s Terence Donahoe 
Hall. November 10. at 8 p.m. 

Founded in 1921, the Cedar Rapids Sym- 
phony performed its first concert season dur- 
ing the spring of 1922 conducted by its foun- 
der, Joseph Kitchin. During its first 80 years 


- of activity the Symphony was composed en- 


tirely of volunteer musicians and performed 
concerts free of charge. 

Since 1970, the Symphony has developed 
under the guidance of Music Director/Con- 
ductor Richard Williams. The Orchestra 
now employs 80 musicians with a budget of 
almost $400,000 for the 1980-81 season. 

During the current season, over 40,000 
people will hear the Orchestra perform 14 
Subscription Concerts, Handel's “Messiah,” 
a Pops Concert with Ferrante and Teicher, 
the opera “The Battered Bride,” business- 
sponsored concerts, as well as performances 
with the Dance Theatre of the Hemispheres. 


Former advisor 
wins Hugo Award 


George R.R. Martin, former journalism 
instructor and Courier advisor at Clarke 
College, has received two Hugo Awards for 
best science fiction writing of 1980 — the 
first time that one writer has won two Hugos 
in one year. 

Martin, who taught at Clarke from 1976 
to 1979, has had works published in numer- 
ous science fiction anthologies and has won 
several awards, including another Hugo in 
1977 and at least two Nebula awards given 
by Science Fiction Writers of America. — 


_ The Hugos, the most prestigious awards in’ 
science fiction writing, are awarded annually 
at the World Science Fiction Convention. 
This year’s convention was held in Boston.

Since the majority of the students and faculty are basically Demo- 
cratic supporters, the landslide of Republican victors both sur- 
prised and disappointed several people at Clarke. 

And yet, one very true and often overlooked statement I heard 
as the community buzzed about the results was“. . . there is nothing 
we can do now.” 4 : 

Ihave to agree with this point, uptoa point, because in reality 
we cannot re-vote or keep re-voting until we get someone that 
everyone wants in office. Obviously, more than enough people felt 
that the winning candidates were capable and trusted them to run 
our government.

in mind. :

congratulate the winners of November 4 and pledge our concern 
and support for their success as affective leaders. 

I find it ironic that Parents’ Weekend is held so near to the day 
that we elected new “parents” of our nation and States. 

Just as the government officials’ leadership is essential toa suc- 
cessful society, so is the leadership of our own parents to our indivi- 
dual successes.
